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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's submission filed on 12 June 2006 has been entered. 

2. Claims 65-75 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention describes apparatus and a computer-readable storage 
medium for automatically subscribing routers to events. A network contains a table in 
which events, routers, and logical groups that contain multiple routers are associated 
together. When a router sends a request for an event subscription, the claimed 
apparatus subscribes the router to the requested event and also uses the associations 
in the table to subscribe the router to any other relevant events. A relevant event is an 
event to which another router in the same logical group has subscribed. 

Support for the above description may be found in Applicant's specification on 
page 7 lihe'17 - page 8 line 2. Additionally, figure 1A and page 2 lines 5-14 describe 
grouping routers according to the different services being performed. Exemplary 
services are configuring a voice-over-IP application, providing a quality of service 
treatment of network data flows, providing a virtual private network (VPN). Table 1 on 
page 8 illustrates how associations between groups, routers, and event subscriptions 
may be stored. Exemplary events include "provision. load" (Table 1) and 
"cisco.cns.config.load" (page 14 lines 18-19). 

Regarding claim 70, the claim states "computer-readable storage medium." This 
term was not explicitly defined in the specification, however applicant described 
"computer-readable medium" to include volatile, non-volatile, and transmission media 
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(specification: page 19 line 21 - page 21 line 21). Examiner interpreted "computer- 
readable storage medium" to include volatile and non-volatile media and to exclude 
transmission media.
